To Cover World And Fly 


140,000 Miles 


WASHINGTON. June 14-The 
United States today 
has 
plans 
drawn up to extend its postwar 
I commercial air routes into every 
area of the globe. 
The Civil Aeronautic# Board dis- 
I closed that this country is pre­ 
pared to set up routes covering 
! 140,000 miles, adding 60,000 
to 
j the 80,000 miles of airways now 
flown by American planes abroad. 
Applications for the 
proposed 
routes, the CAB said, will 
“be 
brought to hearing and final deci­ 
sion rendered as speedily as the 
I circumstances of the war will per­ 
m it” 
In uncovering the plans for the 
vast postwar air 
transportation 
system, the CAB made it 
clear 
that monopolies by 
commercial 
airlines are out of the picture un­ 
less congress permits them over 
certain areas. 
The board said "it has tenta­ 
tively concluded” such vast Inter­ 
national air services “would 
be 
desirable for operation by United 
States air carriers.” A 
detailed 
schedule was made public of 20 
proposed major air routes to every 
likely sfiot on earth.

German* Retreat 
Back in the wood* those Nazi 
troop# 
who 
had made 
it 
were 
joined 
by 
reinforcements, 
and 
there, among green sKadowa, they 
reformed and planned how to get 
out. 
But they were not to be given 
the chance. All through the woods, 
hidden in tree#, ditches and alit 
trenches, the camouflaged British 
paratroop# were waiting for them 
Around 
4 o'clock a squadron 
of 
Sherman 
tanks rumbled up 
to 
where most of the Germans were 
concentrated, and poured a 
five 
minute 
barrage from th*ir 
big 
guns into the trees. 
The Germans turned and began 
to retreat. Their retrea t was the 
wrong 
way for them, and 
once 
more 
it was massacre Sten 
gun 
bullets hit them from such close 
range 
they were to m to 
pieces. 
The 
paratroopers 
could 
toucn 
their victims as they opened fire. 
The terrified enemy threw up 
their ha is and tried to surrender. 
If 
they were in tim e they 
were 
allowed to. Those who left it too 
late got a burst that flung them 
to the ground. Only a few snipers 
w’ere 
left by S aturday 
evening, 
their fire was sporadic. 
Sunday morning the Germans 
carne 
and tried again to 
blast 
through to P.anville. 
Once 
more 
they 
c a m e 
in 
batches, and once more the B rit­ 
ish mowed them down with the 
same grim efficient y with which 
the Nazis themselves have mowed 
down batches of defenseless Jew's 
and 
Poles. That same 
morning 
they had enough and were limping 
away to the safety of the marshes 
beyond the Orne. 
With the men who had killed 
them — boys 
from 
Lancashire, 
Yorkshire. Somerset 
I went into 
the woods to see the flotsam and 
jetsam this short but bloody war 
had left. Everywhere was death. 
But 
it was Nazi death At 
least 
400 
had been killed and 
nearly 
2 OOO 
made 
prisoners. 
And 
in 
breaking the whole of a German 
regiment and capturing its com­ 
mander, 
British losses did 
not 
number over 50 all-told, including 
wounded.

Hoi Weather Potherb fo? Victory Garden 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 


CHARD, or Swiss Chard, is a 
foliage beet which is grown for 
its large, fleshy leaf stalks only, 
since it does not develop a root a* 
does the true beet. Swiss Chard 
replaces spinach during the heat 
of 
sum m er 
inasm uch 
as 
hot 
w eather doe* not affect i t 
Chard is easily grown. When 
seed is sown in the Victory g a r­ 
den the plants should be thinned 
the first tim e to three inches 
apart. L ater when the plants be­ 
gin to crowd each other they 
should be thinned for a second 
tim e to about 12 inches apart. The 
thinned out chard plants can be 
used as greens. 
The 
proper w ay 
to harvest 
chard is illustrated rn the accom­ 


panying Garden ffSraph. Cut off 
the outer leave* an inch or two 
from the ground while they ar* 
still tender. Use a large, sharp 
knife. Do not injure the bud for 
as the outer leaves are removed 
the plant continues to send up 
dozens of new tender shoots until 
frost comes. 
The leaves of chard when they 
attain the size of spinach leaves 
can be harvested auld used aa 
spinach. If the chard leave* ar* 
allowed to grow until very large 
then the leafy portion can ba 
cooked as greens but the thick, 
fleshy stalk or midrib, illustrated, 
can be cooked and eaten Ilk* 
asparagus.

MANY A TIME the beat lead to 
make, to begin lh* play, will be 
clearly indicated by the bidding 
which the opponents did before 
they reached their final contract. 
Often they will bid more than one 
suit, giving you a pretty fait pic­ 
ture of their hands. This can en. 
able you sometimes to be pretty 
sure about how the declarer will 
play for his contract, consequent- 
iy pretty certain about what he 
wishes you would lead and w hat 
he wishes you would not lead. 
Many such situations can be 
easily 
classified. 
First 
among 
them is the case in which only 
two declarations have been men­ 
tioned—the Aine which becomes 
the final contract and a suit which 
had been bid by the player who 
ultimately becomes the dummy 
In these cases, the declarer gen­ 
erally would rather have you lead 
the suit bid by the dummy than 
anything else, especially if the 
contract is No Trump. That helps 
him to get a head sta rt in setting 
up the suit. So leading that auit 
would usually be the worst lead 
possible.

Here the de­ 
clarer is prepared to get rid of 
some of his spades by trum ping 
them in the dummy, and an early 
trum p lead will use up one of 
dum m y’s trum ps and perhaps im­ 
ped* the process. 
In the case of No. 7, not only 
are you steered aw ay from the 
dum m y’s dangerous heart auit, 
but the aecond-round club bid 
guides you into considering a club 
lead to knock out the aide en try 
or entries for the dum m y's hearts. 
Whether you would lead th a t or 
the unbid spades would depend on 
your own holding. 
In tlie case of No. 4 and No. 8, 
your own holding m ust guide you 
in deciding w hether to make a 
trump lead, to cut down apparent 
desire by the dummy to do som s 
ruffing, or to prefer the unbid 
su its. 
One more kind of situation, in 
leading against a suit contract, is 
that in which you hold four or 
more of the declarer's trum ps.

In general, don’t trea t your 
opening lead as either a pure 
guess, or as a place in which you 
must slavishly follow someoody's 
table.

Why a Farmer Should Buy 
and Keep War Bonds

F OR more than 16 months farm­ 
ers have enjoyed the most fa­ 
vorable exchange of farm dollars 
for Bond dollsra in mora than a 
quarter of a century. Based upon 
1935-39 as IOO. farmers have sold 
farm products at the average ra­ 
tio of $140 for every $100 paid, in­ 
cluding interest and taxes. This 
ratio compares most favorably 
with the decade 1920-29 with a 
ratio of 105 and especially with 
the decade 1930-39 when the ratio 
fell to 89 or an $11 loss compared 
to the base period of IOO in 1935-39. 
Granting that the post war pe­ 
riod price level will not fall lower 
than the level of 1935-39 for a long 
period of time, the advantage of 
exchanging war inflated farm dol­ 
lars for War Bond dollars is ob­ 
vious. Ordinary business transac­ 
tions are made on a margin of 
less than IO percent compared to 
this extraordinary exchange of 40 
percent. 
To obtain the 40 percent advan­ 
tage of Inflationary farm dollars, 
it is necessary to keep the War 
Bonds until prices are deflated to 
the 1935-39 level. 
In the mean­ 
time the interest pa*d on the in­ 
vestment will increase the value 
of the bond 33’a percent or a War 
Bond costing $75 wiU be redeemed 
by the Government at $100. 
During periods of stationary and 
of falling prices of farm products, 
which are probable during the 
next decade, farming will have ur­ 
gent demands for liquid capital 
which can be readily turned into 
cash for equipment and improve­ 
ments. Such expenditures wisely 
made pay big dividend* through 
more economical production which 
meets current demand. 
At such 
periods the wise farm er is not 
handicapped for operating cap tai 
if he owns War Bonds. 
Backed 
by the credit of the Government, 
War Bonds are so secure and so 
readily convertible into purchas­ 
ing power that they excel th* land 


itself ss a means of providing 
ready cash. 
The discipline of following a 
budget which requires savings for 
investment 
promotes 
prudent 
spending of time and money. 
When the amount for spending is 
reduced in order to invest for pri­ 
vate and public benefit, an in­ 
creased satisfaction is gained by 
a new evaluation of current needs 
in terms of making the investment 
goals possible. It is little wonder 
then that such War Bond purchas­ 
ers marvel that current needs are 
met about as fully as before and 
the Bond seems to be more of a 
gift than of a sacrifice of present 
wants. 
Savings for buying War 
Bonds are obtained, therefore, 
with the least friction of daily 
living when accompanied by judi­ 
cious spending. 
Farming is an occupation which 
offers an excellent example of 
th* American principle of free en­ 
terprise. Farm ers should buy War 
Bonds and keep them because 
their Industry and efficiency have 
given them the highest produc­ 
tion per man of farmer* in any 
country. Without high production 
per man, there cannot be much 
to spend on current needs, much 
to save for purchase of War Bonds 
and much to give to any worthy 
cause. Now that high purchasing 
power of farm products is accom­ 
panied by high physical produc­ 
tion of farm products per man. 
lh* income of farmers has been 
increased 
correspondingly 
and 
farm ers are able and willing to 
buy War Bonds. 
Such purchases 
are not only a smart investment 
for h.gh economic and patriotic 
returns, but farmers can avail 
themselves of the opportunity to­ 
day because they do have the 
money to make the purchase of 
th* War Bonds and should keep 
them in order to obtain the high­ 
est returns on the investment.
